D uring the past week, D unm ire 
explained, a num ber of dairym en 
have been seeking advice from the 
county agent's office in regard to 
artificial breeding service. 
Most were interested in th e a rti­ 
ficial insem ination because proven 
bulls are "few' and far betw een,” 
D unm ire explained. "M ost are aged 
and they are invariably high priced. 
M ost proven bulls are about six 
years of age before th ere are any 
com pleted lactations of th eir off­ 
spring which show how* m uch th^y 
have

dams. 
UM Proven Sires 
‘ W hile a young bull from a good 
cow and a high quality bull has 
a m uch better chunce of proving 
good th a n an ordinary bull calf, every 
dairym an knows th a t you c a n ’t ex­ 


pect the i>edigree to fill the milk 
pail of Itself. Not all bull or heifer 
i calves in h erit tile high producing

, In this story the trrnri means this: 
A person who disabled in some 
way. physically or m entally—isn’t 
doing the Job he thinks he can do 
best, or has no job. or lacks train ­ 
ing for a job he thinks could give 
him a living. 
Such a hnndicapi>ed person might 
be a blind man. a man with one eye, 
or one leg. or a bad heart, or an 
arrested case of tuberculosis. 
Week’s Aims 
Employ the handicapped week is 
aim ed: 
1. At employers. To get them in­ 
terested in employing handicapped 
people or finding 
Jobs 
for 
them 
where they ran work best. 
2. At handicapped jteople them ­ 
selves. To let them know there are 
places where they can go for help 
in finding jobs, or better Jobs, or 
training for jobs. 
(This week is not aimed directly 
at disabled war veterans. They can 
get help from the Veterans Admini­ 
stration. > 
For every disabled veteran, there 
are about five handicapped civil­ 
ians. There are. according to govern­ 
m ent estim ate, about 1,500.000 such 
handicapped civilians. 
How They Get Help 
This is how a handicapped person 
can go about getting help: 
Every state has a vocational re ­ 
habilitation office, usually 
in 
the 
state capital, although some states 
may have branch offices. 
Sometimes 
t h i s 
rehabilitation 
office may be called a welfare office. 
If you’re a handicapped jterson 
and don’t know how to get in touch 
with the state rehabilitation office, 
ask your local Red Cross or Com­ 
munity Chest or some other social 
service organisation for guidance. 
The system has been set up to 
work like this: 
Say you’ve been disabled. You no 
longer can do the job which had 
given you a living. You feel there 
must be some other kind of work 
you could do. But w hat kind? 
(J. 8. Racks It Up 
You apply to your sta te ’s voca­ 
tional rehabilitation office. There, to 
start, you get a medical exam ination.
